“Old Mother'* Djao, Moat No­ 
torious Bandit, Is Executed 
At Ichowfa In Shantung. 


Shanghai—“Old Mother” Djao, said 
to be the most notorious and blood­ 
thirsty bandit the province of Shan­ 
tung ever produced, has been execut­ 
ed at Ichowfu in Shantung, according 
to reports received in Shanghai by 
mission organizations. 
These advices 
add that the dreaded feminine bandit 
underwent that most 
fearsome 
of 
Chinese death penalties, the ling-che, 
or in English, the slicing process. 
Forty-seven years old and an expert 
horsewoman, “Old Mother” Djao led 
a band of several hundred outlaws 
who terrorized a broad area. 
It is 
related of her that last summer she 
planned an attack against Ichowfu 
after calling to her aid two added 
groups of bandits. 
They had as­ 
sembled at a place near the village 
of Balihsiang when a homeguard of 
villagers, known as the “Big Knife 
Society,” apprised of their purpose, at­ 
tacked them and suffered utter defeat. 
The villagers were driven back into 
Balihsiang and the bandits followed 
them. 
Then the gates of the village 
were closed and every man was shot 
down. 
Sixty woollen and children 
then were lined up, and “Old Mother” 
Djao was asked what to do with them. 
Her orders to kill them all were car­ 
ried out with the result that every 
man, woman and child who was within 
the walls after the gates had been 
closed was slain. 
Even the cattle 
and dogs of the village suffered the 
same fate. 
Ling-che is simply vivisection done 
by experts in such a manner that the 
victim survives in a conscious state 
through hours of a terrible ordeal. 


Cigars Are Not Very Popular In 
Jugoslavia; 1924 Sees Reduc­ 
tion Of Number Of 
Cigars Smoked. 


Belgrade— Figures 
issued 
by the 
tobacco regie of the Kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croatians and Slovenes show a 
marked increase in the use of tobacco 
in the country in the past year. 
The 
figures for the first three months of 
the present year show that 25 per cent 
more cigarettes were smoked than dur­ 
ing the corresponding period last year. 
The consumption of cigars shows a 
diminution which tends to raise the 
question as to whether cigars lend 
themselves to the Jugoslavian taste. 
In 1923 there was a consumption of 
39,642,949 cigars in the first three 
months of 1923, while in the first three 
months of the present year the total 
was reduced to 10,320,747. 
That seems to answer the question 
whether the cigar will ever supplant 
the cigarette as the favorite smoke of 
the Serbians, Croats and Slovenes. But 
it is worthy of note that the further 
west the traveler in Jugoslavia goes 
the rtore he finds the cigar in evidence 
as the popular smoke.

Moscow—Russia is one of the few 
countries of the world where “radio” 
sets in the home are ecarcely known. 
In all the 8,000,000 square miles of 
Russian territory, with a population of 
130,000,000, it would be difficult to find 
more than a dozen amateur receiving 
outfits. 
This is due to the non-manufacture 
of home wireless apparatus in Russia; 
to the prohibitive duty on imported 
sets; to the Russian peasant’s igno­ 
rance of what wireless means, and to 
the reluctance of the Soviet govern­ 
ment to permit the indiscriminate use 
of radio apparatus which m ight be 
used for espionage purposes.
